The  onlj'  lialulity  on  account  of  bonds  was  in  the  case  of  the  Dominion 
Express  Companj',  the  amount  being  $4G,500. 

The  total  capitalization  of  all  Canadian  companies  was  .84,888,700.  Table 
2 will  afford  information  in  detail. 
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As  was  explainetl  in  previous  years,  the  express  companies  whicli  have  their 
headquarters  in  C'anada  are  o^vned  and  operated  by  railway  corporations.  In 
jiractically  every  instance  surplus  earnings  have  been  used  to  create  a paid-up 
stock  account  and  for  the  purchase  of  equipment.  Practically  all  the  real 
property  was  paid  for  out  of  profits.  In  every  way  the  express  business  is  an 
integral  part  of  the  business  of  the  owning  railway  companies,  although  kept 
separate  as  a matter  of  accounting. 

The  cost  of  real  jiroperty  and  equipment  to  June  30,  1916,  was  returned  at 
•S3, 389,966. 78.  This  was  .5122,079.19  in  excess  of  the  total  for  1915.  Following

It  will  l)c  .seen  that  the  gro.ss  revenue  from  transportation,  made  up  of 
express  revenue  and  miscellaneous,  was  512,419,645.29.  It  would  be  desirable 
to  show  the  ojierating  expenses  attaching  to  that  service;  but  it  cannot  be  done 
with  accuracy.  The  exjiress  comjianics  lay  emphasis  on  the  ]iro])ortion  of  their 
profits  which  come  from  non-transportation  service,  and  have  suggested  changes 
in  the  form  of  their  annual  report;  but  it  has  been  found  impracticable  to  give 
effect  to  their  request.
